21.  This  is  the  Interpretation,  and  the  decree  of  the 
Most  High,  which  shall  come  upon  my  Lord,  the  King. 

22.  They  will  drive  thee  fiom  men,  and  thou  mu^t 
dwell  with  the  beasts  of  the  flcld;  and  thou  shalt  graze 
grass  like  an  ox;  and  the  rain  of  heaven  shall  fall  upon

2G.  At  the  end  of  twelve  months  he  went  aloft  upon 
the  palace  of  the  kingdom  of  Babylon  to  desire: 

27.  The  King  epoke  and  said:  This  is  Babylon  the 
Oreat!  This  house  have  I  built  for  my  kingdom,  for  the 
greatness  of  my  power  and  the  splendor  of  my  honor! 

28.  While  the  king  mouthed  the  words,  a  voice  fell 
from  heaven,  saying,  O  Nebuchadnezzar,  thy  kingdom 
hath  passed  from  theel 

29.  And  they  will  drive  thee  from  men,  and  thou 
Shalt  dwell  with  the  beasts  of  the  field:  Thou  shall 
graze  upon  grass  like  an  ox,  until  two  thousnnd  five 
imndred  and  twenty  years  shall  have  passed  over  thee 
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till  wlien  thou  hast  learned   that  the  Most  Hlgb  rules 
among  the  kingdoms  which  are  set  up  to  be  true. 

30.  At  this  time  thfy  gathered  to  fullfil  this  upon 
Nebuchadnezzar;  and  he  was  driven  from  men,  and  eat 
grass  like  an  ox,  and  his  body  was  wet  with  the  rain  of 
heaven;  so  he  shivered  like  an  eagle,  and  his  nails  were 
like  a  bird's- 

31.  Thu3,  at  the  end  of  these  years  thou,  Nebuchad- 
nezzar, canst  lift  up  thine  eyes  to  heaven,  and  the  know- 
ledge of  the  Most  nigh  will  cause  thee  to  sit  down  and 
bless  the  Highest,  and  the  bloom  of  youth  will  cheer 
thee  to  honor  and  hold  the  power  of  dominion  in  eternltyj 
and  reign  from  age  to  age. 

32.  So  all  the  generations  of  the  world,  with  all  their 
Inventions,  must  serve  as  the  hosts  of  heaven;  even  the 
Inhabitants  of  the  earth:  and  there  is  not  one  that  can 
clap  his  hands  and  say,  for  what  dost  thou  labor? 

33.  At  that  time  thy  reason  shall  return  unto  thee; 
even  for  the  glory  of  thy  kingdom;  Thine  honor  and 
thy  splendor  for  thee,  and  thy  lords  and  counsellors 
shall  petition;  then  thy  kingdom  will  be  established,  and 
the  excellancy  of  majesty  will  bo  added  to  thee. 

34.  Then  thou,  Nebuchadnezzar,  can  praise  and  extol, 
and  honor  the  King  of  heaven  for  all  his  works  of  truthj 
that  lead  lo  Judgment:  For  he  can  restrain  pride,  and 
bumble  all* 

N.  B.  Joseph  Smith,  the  Prophet,  said,  that  the  day 
of  an  angel  was  one  year,  a  week  seven  years,  a  month 
thirty  years:  a  time,  three  hundred  and  sixty  years; 
times,  seven  luuidred  and  twenty  years;  half  a  time,  one 
hundred  and  eighty  years,  time,  times  and  a  half  a  time, 
one  thousand  two  hundred  and  sixty  yearf;  So  "seven 
times"  is  two  thousand  five  hundred  and  twenty  years. 
A  day  with  the  Lord  God  in  Kolob  is  one  thousand  years. 

Nebuchadnezzar,  which  means  "the  Judge  put  out  to 
pasture,"  was  "expelled"  about  6H)  years  before  Christ 
was  born,  and  will  begin  "to  live  the  second  life"  Bome 
40  or  50  years  after  the  Millennium  commences.

The  equation  of  time  arises  from  the  circumstance  of 
the  "faster"  and  f-slower"  motion  of  the  earth,  '.n  Its 
annual  revolution  round  the  sun.  For  instance,  Jan.  1, 
the  sun  is  slow,  or  behind  true  time,  4m.  80. ,  and  con- 
tinues falling  back  till,  on  February  lOlh,  it  Is  14ni.  308. 
behind  true  time.  After  this  period  the  sun  begins  to 
gain  and  continues  to  appear  "faster"  till  April  15th, 
when  It  agrees  with  true  time,  but  passes  on  faster  till 
the  15th  of  May,  when  It  Is  on  the  meridian  Sm.  538.  be- 
fore true  time;  then  falling  back  slower,  it  is  equal  with 
tiue  time  on  the  14th  of  June,  and  so  on  slower  till  the 
26th  of  July,  when  the  maximum  slowness  is  6m.  lis.; 
from  thence  till  the  31st  of  August  it  gains  enough  to  bo 
equal  to  true  time,  and  continues  faster  till,  on  the  2d 
of  November,  it  is  fast  16m.  ISs.  Then  decreasing  again 
It  equals  true  time  on  the  21th  of  December.  Thus  the 
sun  Is  only  on  the  meridian  at  twelve  o'clock  four 
DAYS  In  a  year.  The  difference  of  time  is  called  "appa- 
rent" and  "mean,"  which,  in  fast  and  slow,  amouuis 
to  half  an  hour  and  fifty  and  a  half  seconds  In  a  year. 
On  globes  it  is  shown  by  "analemma."

two  hundred  and  sixty  years,  and  when  the  destroyer  lias 
scattered  the  power  of  the  holy  people?  all  these  will 
end.'

11.  So  from  the  time  that  the  ten  tribes  removed 
themselves,  thence  to  the  .spreading  of  tfce  abomination 
ot  desolation,  a  thousand  two  hundred  and  ninety  years, 
which  of  themselves  will  tarry,  and  come  to  the  thou- 
sand three  hundred  and  thirty-five  years. 

12.  But  go  thou  to  the  end  and  rest,  for  thou  thalt 
arise  in  thy  glory  at  the  end  of  these  years. 

MEM. — The  1260  years,  after  the  abomination  of  deso- 
lation spreads,  and  the  church  or  the  woman  flees  into 
the  wilderness,  added  to  the  1290  years  after  the  ten 
ten  tribes  remove  themselves,  make  2530  year,«;  then 
take  720  years,  the  length  of  lime  before  the  Christian 
era,  when  the  ten  tribes  wont  away,  and  we  have  1830 
for  Joseph  Smith  to  bring  out  the  Book  of  Mormon  aud 
organise  the  church  April  6. 

Again,  add  the  1290  years  to  1335  years,  and  we  have

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RECEIPTS 

DEAFNESS. 

It  is  said  thatoU  of  the  prickly  pear  (cactue)  will  cure 
deafness. 

The  oil  is  obtained  by  taking  the  cactus,  stalks  and 
leaves,  when  thoroughly  ripe,  and  cutting  them  fine  and 
putting  them  in  a  bottle,  corked  tightj  then  enclose  the 
bottle  lu  dough,  aud  bake  it  slow  in  an  oven  or  stove; 
this  process  extracts  the  oil. 

The  oil  is  to  be  applied  to  the  ear  with  a  small  feather. 
A  few  applications  generally  cares. 

SORE  THROAT  OR  QUINSET. 
For  this  malady  take  a  flaxen  or  hemp  string,  the  size 
ol  6  chalk  line,  four  or  five  feet  long,  and  w^nd  it  tight 
round  the  head  and  fore  parts  of  the  common  rough 
toad,  and  bang  it  on  the  limb  of  a  tree,  out  of  reach  of 
being  meddled  with,  and  let  it  hang  till  the  oil  and  virtue 
of  the  toad  is  absorbed  In  the  string — gay  four  or  five 
weeks.  Then  unloose  the  string  from  the  toad,  and,  in 
case  of  sore  throat  or  quinsey,  wind  the  string  round  the 
neck  and  wear  it  till  it  performs  a  cure,  which  not  un- 
frequently  happens  in  a  day  or  two.  The  string  can  be 
kept  in  a  tight  tin  or  other  bos,  to  preserve  Its  virtues. 

RnEUMATISJI,  &c. 
All  such  disorders  as  rheumttlsm  and  bodily  weak- 
ness find  a  powerful  remedy  from  the  leaves  and  flowers 
of  the  wild  sage  (Roman  wormwood)  mixed  with  a  small 
quantity  of  rabbit  bush  and  lioarhound,  steeped  in  boil- 
ing water;  a  little  salt  should  be  added,  and  the  decoc- 
tion applied  to  the  parts  afli;cted,  with  a  sufTlcient  bandage 
to  hold  it  there  till  relief  la  obtained,  which,  in  mest 
cases,   occurs    after    one   or  two    applicallonp,    in    one
